N ow another witness turns up in the 
person of Arthur L. Andrews of Alba ny, a 
Democrat, who indulged a reporter of tin; 
M o rn in y Exp ress 
with an interview on the 
merits o f the Governor’s message. 
Mr. A n ­ 
drews talked about the corruption of voters, 
and the necessity of legislation to check it. 
Here is a part of what he said : 


I dare say th at if tbe Democratic m anagers hero 
were frniik ttiev would tell y ou that they have to buy 
at least half of their votes in certain districts. 
The 
men won't vote the Rep ublican ticket, but they 
w ant p ay just the sam e for lieing Democrats, 
the 
m ore money they think the p oliticians have 
more they ask for their votes. 
til! 


This statement lets loose a tlood of lig ht. 
Mr. Andrews appears to have got as neat to 
the truth as the Suprem e Court J udg e whom 
we have quoted and a little nearer than Gov. 
Hill. 
The 
Democratic 
difficulty 
is 
not 
caused by Republican money, |for these pur 
chasuble men will not vote the Republican 
ticket. 
They are Democrats now and a l­ 
w a ys, but ha ving been informed that the 
party managers have raised an big fund for 
the purchase of votes, they want a share. 
If 
they get it they vote the Democratic ticket as 
usual. 
If they,don’t get it they stay at home. 
He ports from every quarter of the state indi­ 
cate that they g ot it, and that in Elmira, 
where the Governor took charge of the can 
vass in person, the price was higher than 
anywhere* else. 
Under these circum sta nces it does not be­ 
come Democrats to lililí about the imm orality 
of vote selling . 
The crime is all within their 
own party. 
N o com pla ints come from the 
other side. The Republican party has chosen 
to rely upon the intellig ence and conscience of 
the couutry. 
H ence it would not dare to 
stoop to the open and shameless methods of 
debauchery com pla ined of by the Democratic 
leaders, who now, 
after a cquiescing for a 
quarter of a century in all vicious plans for 
w inning elections, including wholesale mur­ 
der in one section of the country, 
are 
startled because the venal voter has learned to 
put a higher price on the valuable com m odity 
that lie carries to the polls. 
The Governor sa ys he wants more reform 
legislation. 
He likes the Australian plan, 
but Would h a v e it so modified that the votc- 
buyer can lix the voter's ticket, a ccom pany 
him to the threshold o f the voting place, and 
keep an eye on him till the votéis cast. This 
would not be reform; it would only* enable 
the “ heeler ” to add the arts of bulldozing 
and intimidation to bribery, the only escape 
from which could be effected by resolutely 
sta ying at home. 
Now add to this the G ov­ 
ernor’s proposition to com pel all qualified 
citizens to vote, and you have a system that 
would undoubtedly enable the parly in power 
to cheapen the price of votes considerably. 
JSetween the 
Dem ocra tic party and the 
voters who have made life a burden to the 
managers by the extra va g a nce of their prices, 
a Republican Legislature has no call to inter­ 
fere. 
The R epublica n party demands of the 
Legislature the Sa xton bill us a measure both 
of reform in party politics, and of protection 
to the individual voter in his rights. 
Gov. 
H ill has vetoed this bill once, and intimates 
that he w ould do it a gain. 
Very well. 
T he 
Republican party can stand it if he can. The 
Republican party does not pay $25 for votes. 
And it secs no difference in the moral quality 
that permits one Dem ocrat to sell his vote for 
$1 and another to ask $25 for it. So long as tlu> 
Democratic party m akes the demand for ba l­ 
lot reform a question o f schedules, it is going 
to get very little sym pa thy from the party 
whose supporters hold their votes above all 
price. 


President Cleveland yesterda y withdrew 
the nom ination of Leon O. Bailey for United 
Mates District Attorney of Indiana without 
w a iting for the Senators to reject it, as they 
certainly w ould have done. 
Ba iley is the 
man who com piled all the cam paign lies and 
slanders afloat against Harrison into a speech 
and peddled them over the -state. 
He took a 
contract to indict \Y. \V. D udley for bribery 
a fter District Attorney Sellers had given up 
the prosecution as preposterous and resigned. 
In carrying out this contra ctile arranged to 
subpoena before the grand jury every visitor 
to Gen. Harrison, but suddenly abandoned 
the program when Senator Quay appeared, 
because the Senator would have a vote to cast 
on the question of his confirmation. 
Since 
that time Harrison’s visitors ha ve not been 
molested, and as there was nothing to be a c­ 
com plished by the prosecution except thehar- 
rassment of the friends of the President-elect, 
Ba iley allowed the case to drop. 
Ilis nom i­ 
nation was regarded in Indiana as an insult to 
Harrison, w hile the character of the man him ­ 
self was so bad that many Democrats con­ 
demned it. 
The President has at last Ih.*- 
com e convinced that he made a mistake. 
In place o f Bailey Mr. Cleveland sent to 
the Senate the name of Solom on Clnypool, a 
capable and respected Dem ocratic la wyer of 
Indianapolis, who had been appointed Depu­ 
ty under Bailey after Sellers’ resignation. 
Clnypool is not popular a m ong the Dem o 
cratic politicians of Indiana because of his 
a ctivity in prosecuting several members of 
the party for election crim es and sending 
them to prison. 
But his a ppointm ent was 
recommended by J ustice Harlan, a R epubli­ 
can member o f the United States Supreme 
Court, and was made by the President in the 
belief that lie would Ik.* confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate, and that the incom ing President would 
not disturb him. 


It is possible iha t Mr. Cleveland was not 
fully informed ot 
Ba iley’s bad 
character 
when he appointed him 
The w ithdra wa l of 
the nomination is a creditable a ct,as is likewise 
the nomination of Clnypool. 
T he Senate 
w ill probably confirm the latter if his com ­ 
mission is made lo run only lill the end of 
Sellers' term.

The polling places should he 
kept free from 
intrusion o f all others. After 
procuring the ballots the voter to pass through 
a room alone— that is to sa y, no person but 
the one voter should be allowed in the room, 
and he protected from observation. 
In that 
room should he placed a full set o f a ll the 
ballots, easily a ccessible to the voter, so that 
if he chooses lie can change his ballots with 
secrecy assured. 
1 Ie passes through the room 
into the voting place, deposits his ballot and 
parses out through tin exit not the same its 
the entrance. 
It the voter has been bribed or 
coerced he can secretly vote as he nlcases. 
No one will buy a vote unless he can sec it 
delivered, as vote sellers d o . not command 
confidence, but if there tire those w ho arc 
foolish enough to take the word o f the seller 
I would place such buyers at the mercy of (lie 
seller and permit him to recover by a 'sim ple 
course of law from the buyer double the 
a m ount paid; and if the buver should prove 
to be financially irresponsible be should be 
imprisoned as m any days as lie was mulcted 
dollars by the conviction.

DEMOCRATIC VOTES IN THE MARKET. 
The recent admission of a well known Su. 
preme Court Judge that the price of votes 
(Democratic only) at elections had suddenly 
gone up from $1 to #25 was read generally 
with surprise and by many with doubt. Then 
came the accusation of Gov. Hill in his mes­ 
sage that “electors were bought and sold like 
goods and chattels in the open market.” and 
doubts begun to disappear, for it was believed 
that the Governor knew what he was talking 
about. Now another witness turns up in the 
person of Arthur L. Andrews of Albany, a 
Democrat, who indulged a reporter of the 
Morning Express with an interview on the 
merits of the Governor’s message. Mr. An­ 
drews talked alxnit the corruption of voters, 
and the necessity of legislation to check it. 
Here is a part of what he said : 
I dare say that if the Democratic managers here 
were frank they would toll you that they have to buy 
at least half of their votes in certain districts, nu­ 
men won't vote the Republican ticket, but they 
want pay just the same for lielng Democrats. 1 lie 
more money they think the politicians have, the 
more they ask tor their votes. 
This statement lets loose a tlood of light. 
Mr. Andrews appears to have got as near to 
the truth as the Supreme Court Judge whom 
we have quoted and a little nearer than Gov. 
Hill. The Democratic difficulty is not 
caused by Republican money, |for these pur 
chasuble men will not vote the Republican 
ticket. Tiiey are Democrats now and al­ 
ways, but having been informed that the 
party mnuugers have raised an big fund for 
the purchase of votes, they want a share. If 
they get it they vote the Democratic ticket as 
usual. If they [don’t get it they stay at home 
Reports from every quarter of the state indi 
cate that they got it, and that in Elmira 
where the Governor took charge of the can 
vans in person, the price was higher than 
anywhere else. 
Under these circumstances it does not be 
come Democrats to t|flk about the immorality 
of vote selling. The crime is all within their 
own party. No complaints come from the 
other side. The Republican party has chosen 
to rely upou the intelligence and conscience of 
the country. Hence it would not dare to 
stoop to the open and shameless methods of 
debauchery complained of by the Democratic 
leaders, who now, after acquiescing for a 
quarter of a century in all vicious plans ter 
winning elections, including wholesale mur­ 
der in one section of the country, arc 
startled because the venal voter has learned to 
put a higher price on the valuable commodity 
that he carries to the polls. 
The Governor says he wants more reform 
legislation. He likes the Australian plan, 
but would have it. so modified that the vote- 
inner can fix the voter's ticket, accompany 
him to the threshold of the voting place, and 
keep an eye on him till the vote is cast. This 
would not be reform; it would only enable 
the “ heeler ” to add the arts of bulldozing 
and intimidation to bribery, the only escape 
from which could be effected by resolutely 
staying at home. Now add to this the Gov 
eruor’s proposition to compel all qualified 
citizens to vote, and you have a system that 
would undoubtedly enable the parly in power 
to cheapen the price of votes considerably 
Retween the Democratic party and the 
voters who have made life a burden to the 
managers by the extravagance of their prices, 
a Republican Legislature has no call to inter­ 
fere. The Republican party demands of the 
Legislature the Saxton bill as a measure both 
of reform in party politics, and of protection 
to the individual voter in his rights. Gov. 
Hill has vetoed this bill once, and intimates 
that he would do it again. Very well. The 
Republican party can stand it if be can. The 
Republican partv does not pay $2o for votes. 
And it sees no difference in the moral quality 
that permits one Democrat to sell his vote for 
$1 and another to ask $25 for it. So long as the 
Democratic party makes the demand for bal­ 
lot reform a question of schedules, it is going 
to get very little sympathy from the party 
whose supporters hold their votes above all 
price. 
THE IRY FOR MORE MONEY. 


as this continues there will come up the cry 
for more money if our law makers are pati­ 
ent listeners. 


Superintendent Lnthrop, who was placed 
in charge of the state prisons liecause lie was 
a Democratic politician badly in want of nn 
office, comes to the front again with a plea 
for more money in his annual report, lie 
represents the prisons as in a deplorable con­ 
dition, the expenses running fai ahead of the 
receipts, the prisoners suffering in health and 
morals for want 
of work, and all 
efforts to establish a successful and profita­ 
ble 
employment 
system melancholy 
failures. Nothing has lx-cn done to improve 
the condition of affairs since the Legislature, 
called together in August last by Gov. Hill 
in the hope that it would vote to put $1,000.- 
000 or $1.200,000 into Mr. Lathrop’s hands, 
blasted Democratic hopes by voting him a 
paltry quarter of a million. If Mr. Lnthrop 
had since endeavored as a matter of spite to 
make the privons as bad and as costly as pos­ 
sible. he could hardly have produced a worse 
state of affairs than he sets forth in his re­ 
port. 
No such reports were made by Superin­ 
tendent Baker, a practical business man who 
shut politics entirely out of his management. 
He made the prisons self supporting, and in­ 
stead of constantly appealing to the Legisla­ 
ture for more money, had a surplus to put 
into the treasury every quarter. There should 
really be no serious difference in the results 
of the various systems, and there would not 
be under a management conducted on busi­ 
ness principles. While the state made money 
out of the contract system, the contractors 
also received satisfactory dividends. Now- 
under a system that crowds out the contractor 
und allows the state the entire benefit of the 
prisoners’ labor, it actually costs the state 
more to keep them at work than to support 
them in idleness. 
The pathetic plea of the Superintendent 
that “ the unfortunate men [convicts] are de­ 
teriorating in mind,body and moral stamina” 
from their enforced idleness is not likely to 
touch a responsive chord of sympathy in any 
sensible persou’s breast. Men who when free 
never did any work, but lived by preying on 
society, are not likely to die for want of work 
now. They only feel the severity of their 
punishment when required to dc the ordinary 
days’ work of a free workingman. 
It is not a question of systems.but of brains, 
capacity and honesty at the head of any sys­ 
tem, to which the attention of the Legisla­ 
ture should be directed. The prisons are be­ 
ing worked now for all the political Itenetits 
(hat can be squeezed out of them, and as long 


A BAD NOMINATION WITHDRAWN. 
President Cleveland yesterday withdrew 
the nomination of Leon U. Bailey for United 
¡states District Attorney of Indiana without 
waiting for the Senators to reject it, as they 
certainly would have done. Bailey is the 
man who compiled all the campaign lies and 
slanders afloat against Harrison into a speech 
and peddled them over the state. He took a 
contract to indict W. W. Dudley for bribery 
after District Attorney Sellers iiad given up 
the prosecution as preposterous and resigned. 
In carrying out this contractile arranged to 
subpoma before the grand jury every visitor 
to Gen. Harrison, but suddenly abandoned 
the program when Senator Quay appeared, 
because the Senator would have a vote to cast 
on the question of his confirmation. Since 
that time Harrison’s visitors have not been 
molested, and as there was nothing to be at' 
complished by the prosecution except thehar- 
rassment of the friends of the President-elect, 
Bailey- allowed the case to drop. Ilis nomi­ 
nation was regarded in Indiana as an insult to 
Harrison, while the character of the man him­ 
self was so bad that many Democrats con­ 
demned it. The President has at last be­ 
come convinced that he made a mistake. 
In place of Bailey Mr. Cleveland sent to 
the Senate the name of Solomon Claypool, a 
capable and respected Democratic lawyer of 
Indianapolis, who had been appointed Depu­ 
ty under Bailey after Sellers’ resignation. 
Claypool is not popular among the Demo­ 
cratic politicians of Indiana because of his 
activity in prosecuting several members of 
the party for election crimes and sending 
them to prison. But his appointment was 
recommended by Justice Hurlan, a Republi­ 
can member of the United Slates Supreme 
Court, and was made by the President in the 
belief that he would be confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate. and that the incoming President would 
not disturb him. 
It is possible I hat Mr. Cleveland was not 
fully informed of Bailey’s bad character 
when he appointed him. The withdrawal of 
the nomination is a creditable act,as is likewise 
the nomination of Claypool. The Senate 
will probably confirm the latter if his com 
mission is made to run only till the end of 
Sellers’ term. 


JONES ON BALLOT RAFORM- 
The Li mitt* nil nt (¡ovpinoiSppiikM Oiit Against 
G overnor H ill’s A ttitude. 
[Lieut. Govern r Edward F. Jones in the World.] 
The most important question that should be 
settled by the incoming Legislature is that of 
ballot reform. I have given the subject as to 
how we can come the nearest toan honest ex 
pressiou of the will of the people some con­ 
sideration and the following is the crude out­ 
come of my thought: Every voter should be 
protected in freedom of choice as to how he 
will vote. To achieve this desideratum in 
dependence and secrecy are requisite. To ac 
complish these let the ballots be furnished by 
the state, county or municipality, as th 
case may be. The polling places should be 
kept free from intrusion of all others. After 
procuring the ballots the voter to pussthroug 
a room alone—that is to say, no person but 
the one voter should be allowed in the room 
and he protected from observation. In that 
room should be placed a full set of all the 
ballots, easily accessible to the voter, so that 
if he chooses he can change his ballots with 
secrecy assured. He passes through the room 
into the voting place, deposits his ballot and 
passes out through an exit not the same as 
the entrance. It the voter has been bribed or 
coerced be can secretly vote as he pleases. 
No one will buy a vote unless he can see it 
delivered, as vote sellers do.not command 
confidence, but if there are those who an 
foolish enough to take the word of the seller 
I would place such buyers at the mercy of the 
seller and permit him to recover by- a simple 
course of law from the buyer double th 
amount paid; and if the buver should prove 
to be financially irresponsible he should be 
imprisoned as many days as he was mulcted 
dollars by the convi' tiou. The seller should 
be presumed to be a competent witness. Now, 
where is the buyer who will subject himself 
to blackmail from a seller ? Suppose he had 
paid him $5 or $11) lor a vote which lie has 
no surety was delivered, lie is, if responsible 
liable to pay $10 or $20 more and costs or 
spend ten or twenty days in jail. Perhaps 
the shrew j seller has no desire to “kill the 
goose (rightly named) that lays the golden 
ei}£,” but prefers to borrow from time to 
time small sums from the buyer, and when 
that “goose” declines to lay the seller still has 
his legal remedy for the full amount or penal 
ty. The printing and distribution of the 
ballots at public cost leaves only the expense 
of carriages to bring sick and tardy voters to 
the |H)lls, and the number of carriages can be 
restricted by law.

All .seem­ 
ed agreed that the George E. W aring sys­ 
tem of sewerage, known as the separate sys 
tem. was the only proper system—that is, 
small pipes to be used to carry bouse sewerage 
only, and not storm water. 
The separate 
system was first put in practice in Memphis, 
Tenn., after the yellow fever scourge in ¡hat 
City, and proved a success. 
A Committee 
appointed by the Common Council, of this 
City, 
that 
year, 
reported 
favorable 
to 
that 
system. 
City 
Engineer 
A. 
Graut C’itilds reported on the same. 
He 
said that the mains of Ihc Iiondout sectionof 
the City, including Ponckhockie, should 
empty into the Iiondout Creek and Hudson 
River; those of the upper |K>rtion of the City 
to run into the Esopus Creek. 
Mr. Childs 
estimated the cost of sewering the upper por­ 
tion of the City at $89,771.90. 
The largest 
pipe he proposed to use was a 15-inch pipe 
and the smallest a six-inch pipe. 
This sys­ 
tem, E. Hoohstadter, of Poughkeepsie, who 
was present, and who built the Poughkeep 
sie sewers, said he would build for the First 
W ard, at his own expense, if 20 men would 
hind themselves to pay $10 each year for 10 
years.

On being asked by the 
Pastor to speak of the work of the Sunday 
School, Superintendent A. N. Barnes paid 
graceful tribute to those who had preceded

dwelt upon the importance of the Sunday 
School as an adjunct of the Cbuteh.

A, meeting of tax-payer4, of the First 
Ward of this City, was l.eld in the Eagle 
Hotiel, Kingston, last night, to devise a plan 
of ¡sewerage for that Ward. 
Dr. Robert 
Loqghran was made Chairman and William 
M. Hayes Secretary. There was a general 
discussion. 
Some favored a system that 
would embrace the whole upper pari of the 
City. Others claimed such an undertaking 
would be too great—that it was only practic­ 
able at present to build a sewer through the 
business portion of the First W ani. All seem­ 
ed agreed that the George E. Waring sys­ 
tem of sewerage, known as the separate sys­ 
tem, was the only proper system—that is, 
small pipes to be used to carry bouse sewerage 
only, and not storm water. The separate 
system was first put in practice in Memphis, 
’enn., after the yellow fever scourge in that 
City, and proved a success. A Committee 
appointed by the Common Council, of this 
City, 
that 
year, 
reported favorable to 
that 
system. 
City 
Engineer 
A. 
Graut Cliilds reported ou the same. 
He 
said that the mains of the Rondout seetionof 
the City, including Ponckhockie, should 
empty into the Rondout Creek and Hudson 
Kiver; those of the upper |»ortion of the City 
to run into the Esopus Creek. 
Mr. Childs 
estimated the cost of sewering the upper por­ 
tion of the City at $89,771.90. 
The largest 
pipe lie proposed to use was a 15-incli pipe 
and the smallest a six-inch pipe. 
This sys­ 
tem, E. Hoohstadter, of Poughkeepsie, who 
was present, and who built the Poughkcep 
sie sewers, said lie would build for the First 
Ward, at Ids own expense, if 20 men would 
bind themselves to pay $10 each year for 10 
years. 
11. J. Winne said lie would pay $25 
a year for 10 years, and that there would be 
no difficulty in getting the necessary number 
of persons. 
Others present said that real 
estate owners of the First Ward would con­ 
sider it an economical measure. It was pro­ 
posed to have the main line run to what 
is known as the “ willow trees,” along the 
line of the Ulster <fc Delaware Railroad 
below North Front-street, there to empty in­ 
to a large tiller, the solids deodorized, re­ 
moved aud made into manure for agricul­ 
tural purposes.

com pli'hed by the prosecution except Hic liar- 
mssment of the friends of the President-elect, 
Bailey allowed tile case to drop.
